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On April 15, 1994, the LBJ Library will open the final collection of recordings of 
President Johnson’s telephone conversations concerning the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 

These include conversations recorded in December 1963 and selected conversations from 
four periods in the Johnson administration when the President was likely to have 
discussed the assassination: 

January and February 1964, the continuation of the transition; 

September 1964, the release of the Warren Commission Report; 

December 1966, the publication of William Manchester’s book, The Death of a 
President; 

and January 1967 through the end of the administration, the investigation 
launched by District Attorney Jim Garrison in New Orleans. 

Researchers may either listen to the recordings in the Reading Room or purchase copies.
